The party which I aia mora particularly in» 
terusted in is the Q party which Ijtt Kimloopa 
on the 14th of August in tho following ordsr. 
first the axemen weut-nheivd and cleared the 
tr-ul of any obstacles in the way. nnd were 
followed up by the kitchen pack train consist- 
ing ol 15 hories, a goneral train of 35 borsoi 
and I wo mule tnina of G5 onimals, all carry- 
ing from 30O to 400 lbs each over a very 
difficult trail. 'Last but uot least' was the 
Geological party with a train of 15 pieked 
borsus following closo in the wake- of tha Q 
party to ensure their safety to the Rocky 
Mountains. All ttio pack trains arrivsd — 
distance from KnmlooD?, 80 miloa — between 
the 25th and 28;h aod took thoir departure 
an soon as tba goods -.vera ferried across 
tha liver. 

ACCIDENT AMD INSIDBNT. 

Tbe only riooidcnt thus far was the lo«s ef 
one of tho aoimals loaded with Fell's Coffee, 
by falling ever a blutl into the river. Tbe 
horse Bud coff.se were pieked up almost 60 
miles down the river — both duad ! aa you 
may be sure that the coffee would uot be 
olive, when ao badly prop nioond to the 
water.

At every 
camp when we stopped at euuset could be 
he.ird tho"voice8 of the Nations ohauting 
mass. I was presont at one of these masses 
Which wa* onnducted partly in Frenab end 
partly in Latin by one of tho lediaDS. The 
singing would do credit to some of the Vic- 
toria nboird. The ualiona in this part of the 
Colony are much more intelligent than those 
o<i the Island, and are strictly honour, but 
are not long asking for anything whioh you 
may hs7fl that they covet, particularly to- 
biicco. I whs very much amused nt tba dig- 
nified manner io which one of the Chiefs 
called on Mr McLennan. He »tood nt tbe 
dorir of tho tent and waited an tit Mr 
Mohan earns out when there was a formal 
introduction. Tbo chief inquired the busi- 
ness of the party to bis 'Illobue' and wns in- 
formed that they were on a 'Graud Hunt' 
for u Closhe Oyhut for a 'Fire Uuteo.' He 
seemed perfestly saiisfied and retired after a 
pieo-i of tobaoco was yiven him.
